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THE KNIGHTS OF THE GOLDEN CIRCLE. 


The mysterious society knawn ss the Knightoood of 
the Golden Circle is causing the Federal authoritees much 
anxiety and troublein the North-west. General Car- 
rington, whe holds command in Todiana, has issued a 
genera) order, in which he says —"In the face of appaats 
ta the people to give up the wWepal practica of wearmg 
concealed weapons, and to abandon seoret and armed 
assccintions, the practice continues, The inevitable 
result hos been the loss of valuable lives, No party can 
rsin character by the recogaition of such societies. They 
gapne to local power, independent of both state and 
renernl government. ‘They can impeni, but cannot easure 
the rights ‘of ony. Marked among such Associations 
are the Knighta of the Golden Circle, ‘Their oaths are 
disloyal, Their signa and signals are disloyal But all 
ealm ond reasoning catizens who have entered their lodges 
renounce them. They have met with arma in ther honda. 
They have guarded the approach to those meetings with 
armed sentinels, They have used their influence to pro- 
tect deserters. They have paased reaolutions to defy 
United States law and the government of the United 
States which protects them. They who shal! still adhere 
to their obLgatione and continue their aeoret drill, are de- 
nounced as public enemies, to be dealt withasauch. The 
habit of attending public meetings, armed, ia another 
evil too common and portentaus of mischief. Let every 
citizen go with the mght temper to hia political meet- 
ing, nor fear thet ony will interfere with his rights, nor 
doubt that he will be protected in their enfSyment. But 
at should uever be forgotten thet, in times of public penl, 
it becomes the absorbing interest of every citizen to subor- 
dinnte everything to the general good, and direct all 
party issues, no that the preservation of the government 
in 1ts integrity and entirety shall be ugqualified and sure. 
For men 4 bo plot cur overthrow there is but one issue, 
With this neither of the lasding political parties are 
charged. The hnighta of the Golden Circle, in their 
leaders, are guilty. This appeal, preceded by repeated 
notices of thesr existence and aims, and while denouncio, 
them, is coupled with the earnest hope that all u oa 
men will unite im the objects expressed, to era 
to the habits of pence, and forbear the use of words 
or emblems ‘that embitter parties and compromise or 
outrege the loyal sentimenta of any.” With regard 
to the doings of these troublesome “Hnights,” the 
Ingianopotis Journal of April 20, sayat—-“ Last Satur- 
dsy morning, a number of men wearing butternub 
emblems, and armed, rode into Danville, Hendricks 
county, in this state, to hear a specch from D, W. Voor- 
hees, who, it had been announced, would speak there that 
day. The demonstration created a good deal of excite- 
ment, us it was probably intended to do, and an altercation 
eprang up between one of the band and a Union man, said 
to have been the renewal of a previous quarrel, which 
ended in the display of waapons on both sides, and the 
firmg of two or three shots, The Knight of the Golden 
Circle was wounded in the hand, we are informed. 
Friends on both sides joined in the disturbance, and 
pistols were freely snd fatally ueed. Some five or six 
percous were wounded, two said to be mortally, A tittle 
son of Mr. Witherow, a lawyer of Danville, and 
formerly 5 senator from that county, was shot in the 
abdomen white walking along the strect near the acene 
of the riot, and is, we presume, dead by this time. 
Tle was not expected to live on Ssturdoy afternoon, 
We have uot learned who the other fatally injured 
person is, or oertaifly that any other wound is likely to 
prove fatal. Most of the wounded were Union men, the 
Knights of the Golden Circle being armed and prepared 
for a fight, and, of course, having the advantage of their 
opponente, who were not only not armed, but had no 
knowledge of any such invasion of their town being eon- 
templated, The news of the fight spread rapidly, ond the 
Home Guards from Carteraburg and Plainfield, well armed, 
were speedily on the ground, but the K. G. C. had 
vanished, Word was sent to General Carrington, and 
preparations made to despatzh a body of soldiers to Dau- 
ville to quell the riot, but the Home Guarda proved to be 
sufficient, and more, for the emergency, and the troops 
went buck tocamp. These K. G. C. were the same men 
who attempted to tear down the Union dag at Carters- 
burg recently, and were prevented by the courage of a 
young lady. On the same any, a still more atrocious 
attack was mada by members of the K, G.C. on Union 
men in Brown county. The following account of it is 
from one of the most prominent and esticoable citizens of 
Martinaville:—‘ There was a meetion of Union men in 
Brown county to-dry, about thirteen miles from this 
flace. A number of citizens from this place were, by 
invitatien, pregent, and among them Captaia A. D. 
Cunmyg, of the 17th Indiana, and Sergeants T. S. 
Nutter and Daniele, of the squad of cavalry, sent down 
here 9 few daya since to arrest deserters. The Union 
men were prevented from holding their meeting at the 
place appointed by Lewis Prosser, the law and political 
pertner of James S. Hester, and other supposed K.G.C.'s 
of that county, among them Mr, Snyder, who will be de- 
hyered to you by the bearer, After another place had 
been selected for the meeting, and Captain Cunning had 
commenced speaking, Prosser and Snyder eame to tha 
ground, and Prosser, in the presence snd hearing of the 
two sergeanta, raid “he would bet o dollar he would kul 
two of them before night.” Prosser had a rifla in his 
hand, and so bed Snyder. Sergeant Daniels, being near, 
appronched Prosser and asked, “Who are you going to 
shoot, sir’” or “What do you mean, sir’? Prosser 
attempted to shoot Daniels with tha‘rifle. Daniels 
wrenched the rifie from Prosser, when Prossar drew a 
revolver and shot Daniels through the heart, and st the 
inatant of fring called out to Snyder “ Shoot the —,” 
meaning Sergeant Nutter, but missed him. Captain 
Cunningham shot Prosser, wounding nm in the 
leg, and, it 3s supposed, broke bi Jeg, or fractured 
the bones, and arrested Snyder. The meetiog waa 
of course broken up, Doniels wes ioetantly dolled. 
Snyder was brought to this city yesterday afternoon, and 
lodged in gaol, to await 2 triai for his deadly offence. 
Eroseer sll be arrested and brought here, :f able to be 
moved.’ 


Three lives have been loat by an accident near 
the Holmes, in Penarth Roads. The captain of o vessel 
lying in the ronds and four of hia crew were returning in 
@ boat to their vessel on Wedneeday evening, the wind 
blowing freab, when the boat waa awamped by coming fn 
contact with a Dooring shackle, and the five men were 
eeen struggling. in the water. The captein cad one man 
had a bairbreadth escape, succeeding In catching « ropes 
thrown to them fram the ship, and were hauled on board 
in an exhausted state. The ship's boat was instantly 
manned, and sent to rescue the three othera, but the poor 
fellows had all sunk. 


Crim my Francs.—The Court of Assizes of the 
Seine-et-Marne yesterday tried a wan, named Serein 
Vosé, a farmer, residing at Chanlantre, charged with 
haviog, on the 11th February last, murdered M de Fava, 
& retired auctioneer, of Proyins, and also with haying 
attempted to murder Mme. de Fava. It appeared from 
the evideuce that the prisoner, who possessed real pro- 
nerty to the value of about 14,0008, but encumbered with 
amortgaye, had borrowed on bond of Mf. de Fava the 
sum of 1,C0Cf, the time for the repayment of which had 
been loug past, and that Jegal proceedings had been 
threatened for its recovery. On the evening of the 11th 
of February, abaut six o'clock, the prisoner went to M.de 
Tava’s house, and told the maid-servant who had admitted 
him that he had come to pay her master some money, 
M. de Fava waa at dinner, but he ordered the woman to 
show the pnsoner into a room on the ground floor, aod 
went to lum almost immediately, Mme, de Fava ber 
aurprised that her husband had not returned half an bour 
after, went to see what detained him. On entenng the 
ante-chamber leading to her husband's room she met the 
prisoner, whostruck herseveral blows with a heavy chopper, 
which felled her to the ground, but not before her cries hed 
alarmed the servant. The latter came to seq what was 
the matter, and the prisoner then made arush towards her, 
but she mauoged to escape, and ran to alarm the neigh- 
bours. She soon returned with easistance, and the moment 
she unlocked the street door, of which she happened to 
have the key, the prisoner rushed out and dissppeared in 
the darkness, Madame de Fava was found lying insen- 
sible in the ante chember, having received seven severe 
he from which she will never entirely recover; and 
M. de Fova Jay dead 1n his room, with hia skull dreadfully 
fractured. The prisoner wee arrested the same night at 
hw own house, before he had time to remove the blood 
stains from his clothes, At first he denied all knowledga 
of the rourder; but, finding that the servant's evidence 
rendered his danials useless, he confeased his cnmes, and 
etoted that he hed lailed M. de Fava with the chopper, 
while the Istter was looking among his papers for the 
bond; ond that, after that first crime, he had determined 
to murder both Madame de Fave and the servant. The 
choppers, a heovy and most formidablé weapon, newly 
sharpened, was afterwards found by the police in the 
place indicated by the prsoner, In his defenca, Voyé 
stated that he did not go to the house with intent to 
commit murder; but the fect of his taking such a weapon 
with him was considered sufficient proof of the contrary. 
The Jury, therefore, at_ once returned a verdict of rullty, 
without extenuating circumstances, and the Court sen~ 
tenced him to death. —Galegnant, 


On a War Footmae.—It may be doubted whe- 
ther our people are yet fully alive to the arduous character 
of the task they have undertaken io vindicating the 
sovereiguty of thefr states, against so powerful an enemy, 
Most persons, however, are laxly inclined to put off the 
hour of pxinful effort, privation, self-denial, by a sort of 
vague idea that the difficulty will be over soon. They 
say ctill—as they have been saying steadily for a year and 
a half—that three months or six will see an end of the 
war; that it will be time enough to do without aceus- 
tomed luxuries when we can no longer procure them; 
that the country is incurring a debt at any rate, and a 
few scores of uullions more or leas matters little; further, 

at home manufactures are coarse and plebeian Jookiag; 
especially, that women in homespun ara frights. Tha 
fact is admitted that rich dresses are much more becoming 
to that amiable cex, and wa should always desire to sen 
them resplendent im nll the rarest tissues of the looms of 
France, or, at least, elegantly neat in the fabrics of Lowell, 

et they, ond all of us, had better consider at what 60st 
this cort of style is kept up; not present cost in money 
slone—though thatia much, while our soldiers dine on @ 
quarter of a pound of bacon—but a future posmble 
cost in freedom and glory to our coantry. In the 
Eret place, the war may very probably, we think 
certainly, Inst tuo years maoraat lenst, In the next place, 
every dollar we pay for even the most necessary articles, 
to say nothiog of luxuries, brought theough the line, 10 
dollar paid into the Yankee purse. The Yankee would 
lose that trade sf the war were at an eod and our ports 
open, £0 that all the Jarge sums expended for smucsled 
artcles are a direct bribe to our enemiez to enntinus the 
wan Au for moneys given in payment of Enclish and 
Freneh fabrics which come direct to us through tne block- 
ade, and which are not furmshed to our market by Yankee 
merchants (and it is the smallest portion}, those moneys 
are not, indeed, gained by the enemy, but they are lost 
to us, and in this way a gain to the enemy. ‘Riey add to 
the load of our debt, which ie hereafter to be paid bya 
great sacrifice of our staples. In truth, we shall soon be 
forced to put ourselves on a war footing in all things 
Cur tables, our clothes, our very liberties must be put on 
a warfooting. The President is not of opinion that we 
shall see a speedy end of it, and has in # letter lately 
publihed indicated the nature ond extent of the effort 
yet tobe made, We are asking the planters and farmers 
to discourage the planting of cotton and tobacco for 
patriohem—to form county committees and collect aup- 
plies fcr patriotism, We expect the saldiers to endure 
their bard life and ecanty rations, and teke all cheerfally 
for patrictiem. Can we do nothing for patriotiem our:
